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WOOD PULP FOR SURGEONS,

A hospitat steward at the Leaguse 1s-
land navyyard has lately been making
experiments In the use of wood puip
for poultices and surgical dressings

| and has given lis deductlons in the

Medieal Record, Wood pulp in its
corude form is oblained from manufao-
turers and comes In sheots of any sleo
or thicknoss. It 18 cheap.

When macernted In water It swella
and absorbs from four to five times its
welght in liguld, retaining the watet
for a long timo. Aa the pulp becomes
soft & poultice of any conslstancy can
be made by yarying the quantity of
water. By uailng hot water the poul
tlce retnins its heat longer than one
made of flaxseed or bread. Antlssptic
drugs soluble in water may be soakud
Into the wood pulp.

Wood pulp can be molded when wel
#0 that it can be used as splint—it

‘dries very hard, Crude wood pulp can

bie sterilized by heating In an ordinary
sterilizer. Wood pulp Is an ldeal ma-
terial for the country doctor, as it ia
always the same and insures uniform
